Tore I'p the Commission. 


A year or so later President Arthur pro- 


posed to remove Judge Robertson, He even 
went so far as to make out the commission 
of his successor, and one morning caused a 
telegram to be sent to Marvelle Vf. Cooi>er 
announcing tlrat las name would be sent to 
the senate in nomination for the collector- 
ihip of the i*>rt of New York. The execu- 
tive secretary, Mr. f'ruden, was about to go 
to the cap tol with this appointment when a 
Republican of great influence called at the 
White House and demanded that Arthiu- 
•hould withhold the appointment until he 
had talked with him. Tbe messenger was 
detained, and at the end of an hour Arthur, 
pale with excitement and controlling his 
passion by a visible effort, took the commis- 
sion from tbe mes-senger and tore it up. 
What caused this change of mind will never 
be known, although the argument is a mat- 
ter of surmise."

MEN ENVELOPED IN MOLTEN METAL. 


Two of Them So Set-errly Burned That 


They I»ieu of Their Injuries—A Rail' 
nay Wreck Near Cincinnati In Which 
Five People I-one Their lives—Other 
Victims of th« Kail—Fatal Boiler Ex- 
I>lo»iou—Other 3Ilgliapi4. 
CHICAGO, Jan'18.—Blast furnace No, 4, in 


operation at tho Illinois Steel company's 
works at South Chicago, burst Friday after- 
noon shortly before 5 o'clock, resulting hi 
the death o{ two, the serious injury of four 
others, and more or less painful injuries to 
half a dozen workmen. 
Tho furnace is a 


huge bottle shaped affair of boiler iron, lined 
with brick. 
What is known as a hanging 


furnace was the cause of the accident. The 
furnace is one capable of holding many 
fous of metal. The shift of men that had 
been working all day had "drawn oil"' the 
furnace but a short time before, but the 
metal clogging in the center prevented it 
from working with its customary freedom. 
The men were ordered to clear the furnace 
oi' tho hanging mass, and were busy at work, 
when without any warning the moss of mol- 
(en metal and slay; parted in tho center and 
fell to thu bottom. 


KnvcloiH-d in Molten Metal. 


The heavy weight fell but a short distance, 


but it was enough to tear the sides from the 
furnace, and the metal, heated to an intense 
degree, Hushing out, enveloped the workmen 
in the vicinity. 
As soon as those who were 


able could do so they hastened to the assist- 
ance of those who were, buried beneath, the 
debris. 
Tin: South Chicago police were 


called and with them the nearest physicians. 
It was iotmd that Edward Johnson, a mar- 
ried man, .")0 years old, living at S4IW Green 
Hay incline, was fatally injured. He was 
terribly burned externally and badly injured 
internally. He 
was placed in a patrol 


wagon, but died 
v* hilc on tho way to his 


home. John Johnson, his son, was so badly 
burned that he died Saturday morning. The 
others will probably recover.

Mackenzie was 


pastor of tlie Presbyterian church here 
just before Key. W. H. Pieitley eauie, ami 
lias many friends here who were confident 
that he would one day be among tho fore- 
moot' preachers in the land, a position 
which he has since attained. 


This fact has been emphasized by the cir- 


cumstances connected with the journey spok- 
en of. After he had preached the sermun and 
gone back to his home at San Francisco, he 
received a call from the Collegiate Fifth 
avenue church at a salary of 810,000 a year. 
He took the matter under advisement, and 
in the meantime, 
liis own church at San 


Francisco began to use all its power to 
keep him there. No inducements it could 
make in the way of high salary had any in- 
fluence with Mr. Mackenzie, ai» lie is not a 
man to be affected by the financial side of 
his connection with a church. 


Theu one of his parishoners, Alexander, 


gave 8250,000 to the theological seminary at 
San Francisco, to found a professorship, to 
be knowu as the chair of apologetics, on 
condition that Mr. Mackenzie should raise 
850,000 more anil assume the trusteeship ot 
the fund and the professor-hip. 
Mr. Mac- 


kenzie after much hesitation, concluded to 
accept the proposition, anil raised tlie S50,- 
000 among his church members in about 
15 minutes. 
He is now professor at the 


seminary aud pastor of the Sacramento 
street Presbyterian church at a salary of 
S.0,000 from 
each 
institution, 
making 


S10,000 altogether. He has an assistant in 
the church duties, sj that they do not take 
up much of his time. 


The life of Mr. Mackenzie i5 a remark- 


able one. 
Whatever he is he owes to liis 


own exertions almost unaided. lie was 
born in Scotland. 
His parents were the 


poorest of rfiotch peasants, hardy in body, 
with big warm hearts, but rough and un- 
educated. When a boy the lad vtniked. 
many Ions days as a cabint-t maker's ap- 
prentice. 
Seeing that the old countiy 


offered but litlle lor him, and feeling that 
he was lilted by nature to accomplish moie 
than earning a scanty living by toilsome 
labor with Ins hands, he came to the United 
States when yet a boy «i[ i;j yeai.s. 
He 


went to Chicago and leaniul the printer's 
trade, and while working at that educated 
himself. He then took a course at a theolo- 
gical seminary and giaduated a.s a Presby- 
terian nnni-ter. 


His first church was this one at Deeitur, 


lo which he came a young man of about 25 
years. 
Though young in years and young 


in the ministry, his extraoiilinary power in 
the pulpit and his remarkable fitness lor the 
life of a clergyman was at once apparent. 
He tlu/ii preached the strong, beautiful ser- 
mons that are deliveied only by men ot 
jiviilest txpenence and ripes-,1 jears. Helms 
a line iiiind anil a sympathetic nature that 
"ives him the greatest influence over all in 
his church, or all who come within reach of 
his wonderful personality. Hi- people here 
felt that his rare ability would open for him 
tne most prominent pulpits in the church, 
and the subsi quern recognition of his woith 
by such congregations as the Collegiate 
Fifth Avenue and Howard Sttoef, i- but 
what those who knew him here- expected. 
His rise has been watched with great inter- 
esl by Die many friends lie made in Du-aiur. 


As a lecturer he has been in gieatdemand 


all up and down the Pacific coast. 
Five 


hundred dollars a lectuie is a price that is 
readily paid him by willing audiences every- 
where in the west. 


About 1ST5 Mr. Mackenzie accepted a call 


from the Presbyterian church at Lafayette. 
After tlnee years there lie went to a church 
at Stockton, Cal., where he remained two 
yiars. 
He was next pastor of the Howard 


htrtet church at San F.ancisco. 
He raised 


a debt of S40,000on that pioperly the lirst 
year, and built it up until it is now the 
largest and meM influential church on the 
Pacific coast. 
Tlnee yt ars ago, on account 


of poor health and inability to carry on so 
he, vy a charge, he resigned that pastorate 
and went to Hie SaeiameiiU street church, 
which had about 70 members, but which 
now has over 000. Mr. Mackenzie has re- 
lused \ery tempting offers from churches 
iit New York, BoMon, PHtsburg, Chicago, 
Baltimore and Denver.
